18 3. Defendants shall appear on June 18, 2015 at 4:00 p.m. in Courtroom E-955 at 

19 the King County Superior Court before the Honorable Judge Monica Benton and show cause 

20 why the Court should not issue injunctive relief in the form outlined above during the pendency 

21 of this action. This Order will expire at the conclusion of the show cause hearing before Judge 

22 Benton.
